‘As I nosed my car up the barren Malakand Pass in the snow-capped 
peaks of the Karakoram Range to find the answers to Edward Lear’s 
turn-of-the-century jingle about the strange princedom of Swat, I felt 
like an intrepid adventurer about to enter a bleak land inhabited only 
by mountain goats and outlaw tribesmen brandishing .303 rifle 
is a tiny place of some 500,000 population in the northern corner of 
Pakistan, and the area where it lies is famous in the history of British 
conquest—Kipling’s Gunga Din and other heroes did their fi 
the very pass through which I was proceeding.

while I passed self-consciously 
up a long red carpet. A dapper 
and handsome gentleman in a 
bright pepper-and-salt sports 
jacket and gray flannels intro- 
duced himself as Prince Jahan- 
zeb, the Wali-Ahad (crown 
prince) of Swat. 

The palace had the usual ac- 
couterments of Eastern luxury 
—thick, priceless Persian rugs 
on wall and floor, displays of Im- 
perial Russian china and Mogul 
paintings. It was also fitted with 
two American electric refriger- 
ators, a radio and top-notch 
plumbing. Emerging from the 
army of servants who had ar- 
ranged my room, I asked when I 
could call on the Wali, who lives 
in a separate palace farther up 
the hill. In Swat, I was informed, 
that wasn’t done. The Wali- 
Ahad clapped a lemonade into 
my hand and said his father 
would call on me. 

The Wali of Swat, despite his 
improbable, baseball-like title, 
is the real-life ruler of this little, 
4,000-square-mile country. At 
67 heis as odd a figure as his title. 
When heshambled into the room 
where I was waiting with my lem- 
onade, I thought for a moment 
that by some odd quirk I was be- 
ing joined by a grizzled old New 
England fisherman, He was short 
and white-haired, wearing a 
brown wool, pork-pie hat, high 
rough boots and brown woolen 
shirt and pants that looked as 
though they came from Army 
surplus. These clothes were the 
Wali’s own design, and the shirt 
was more ingenious than it 
looked. It had a battery of pock- 
ets in which the little prince, a 
man ready for emergencies, 
keeps a supply of quinine, a bot- 
te of iodine, a box of shotgun 
shells and an eyeglass case. Some 
years ago a cataract growth cost 
the Wali the sight of one eye and 
so threatened the other that he 
must wear an inch-thick lens to 
see at all.

He grinned delightedly, and his 
reply was not at all modest, “Be- 
fore I became ruler, I looked 
around and saw disunity, con- 
tinual fighting and backward- 
ness, I determined to put a stop 
to it. I brought peace to Swat. 
‘Also, Iiked new things. [brought 
the first chair into Swat and the 
first Thermos.” Then he asked 
meekly, “May I go now?” and 
scurried out. 

The Wali was not idly boast- 
ing. He is that curiosity of cu- 
riosities, a self-made prince. In 
the early 20th Century, Swat 
was a constant battleground of 
24 separate tribes who relied for 
their livelihood on what they 
could loot from their neighbors. 
Inthosedays the Wali was simply 
Miangul Gul-Shahzada Abdul 
Wadud, a tribal leader with local 
influence around Saidu Sharif, 
his home town. He enjoyed some 
distinction as grandson of the 
Akhund (or Akond) of Swat, a 
spiritual leader who preached 
and crusaded around the valley 
in the early 19th Century. 

As a tribal warrior Abdul Wa- 
dud was tougher than most, and 
by 1917 he had knocked enough 
heads together to humble all 24 
tribes of the area and bring them 
under his rule. With peace 
achieved he soon began accumu- 
lating American cars, refrigera- 
tors, telephones, radios and flush 
toilets. He hired engineers to 
build irrigation projects and 
what is today a fine 300-mile road 
system. He also ended the sys- 
tem of wesh, which was hobbling 
agriculture. Under wesh, all cul- 
tivable land was reshuffled by 
lots every four years, presum- 
ably so everybody would get a 
chance at the more fertile plots. 
But since every farmer knew he 
was going to lose his plot after 
four years, he saw no sense in 
improving it, With wesh abol- 
ished, good houses and orchards 
mushroomed in Swat. On the im- 
proved land Swatis now grow 
enough grain to export 16,000 
tons a year. Swat’s annual reve- 
nueis$1.5 million from taxes, ex- 
ports and other sources. Most of 
this is plowed back into land im- 
provement or things like schol- 
arships for Swati youths at out- 
side universities. 

The British, who had regarded 
‘Swat as one of the most trouble- 
some spots in the Indian empire, 
were grateful for its pacification 
and in 1926 they recognized Ab- 
dul Wadudas ruler. They wanted 
to call him Nawab, a typical title 
for a Moslem prince. But Abdul 
Wadud was already called Bad- 
shah (king) by his more devoted 
followers, and he regarded Na- 
wab as a comedown.

Each 
morning at 5:30 he begins phon- 
ing local emissaries all over the 

e. Inbetween calls hereceives 
ston an average of 200 peti- 
a day. Early in his reign 
the Wali felt siliged to furnish 
each petitioner with a meal, but 
eventually he became suspicious 
that people were coming around 
just to be fed, so he reluctantly 

mntinued the practice, Re- 
cently he has been delegating 
some of the telephoning and in- 
terviewing to the Wali-Ahad, 
who is a college graduate (Pesha- 
war's Islamia College) and askill- 
ful politician. But the Wali still 
personally handles all cases of 
highway robbery, all offenses 
against strangers and crimes with 
political significance. 

The Wali’s ‘combined police- 
army is an organization of 12,000 
volunteers who wear a uniform 
which the Wali himself designed. 
¢ men are enrolled 
in the Fauji Naukaran, or home 
guard; they are provided rifles 
and retainer pay by the Wali but 
live at home until trouble oc- 
curs. The rest are in the Qila 
Naukaran (fort service). They 
man a string of 80 forts sprin- 
kled throughout the state, tow- 
ering square structures made of 
sticks and mud which look like 
the stockades of pre-Revolution- 
ary America.

maneach fort are allowed to keep 
their families there too. 

All crimes except murder are 
punishable by fines, which make 
upa sizable portion of the state's 
income. The only offenders who 
are kept in prison are those who 
are unable to pay and must work 
their fines off. Murderers are 
handed over to the victim’s fam- 
ily to be disposed of as the ag- 
grieved ones see fit. This may be 
one reason why Swat’s murder 
rate is the lowest on the Indian 
subcontinent, with an annual 
average of less than 10. 

The Wali has not only given his 
subjects law and order; he looks 


~ out for their pleasure too. Every 


Thursday has been decreed a hol- 
iday in Swat, the logic being that 
Friday, the usual Moslem day of 
rest, should be spent in praying 
at the mosque. So Swatis get an 
extra day off to hunt and really 
take it easy. 

‘The Wali himself enjoys sim- 
ple, leisurely life and looks with 
some condescension on the pomp 
and luxury of the bejeweled In- 
dian maharajas, Says the Wali- 
Ahad, “They were ahead of us 
in prestige and the order of pre- 
cedence”—the Wali is not enti- 
tled to be called Your Highness 
and has no gun salute—"“but we 
were the ones who were really in- 
dependent. No viceroy ordered 
our army around.” The Wali 
eats only four meals a week "be- 
cause he does not feel hungry 
more often than that” and never 
touches a morsel between sun- 
rise and sunset. He used to wake 
himself up in the morning with 
a hike up the 1,200-foot hill be- 
hind his palace but now, due toa 
knee injury, he climbs only 500 
feet. Every afternoon he takes a 
ride in his Chevrolet, which he 
had rebuilt according to his own 
design into a huge station wagon 
with seats enough to accommo- 
date a squad of riflemen, a per 
sonal attendant and a driver. 

In spite of his failing eyesight 
the Wali has never lost any of 
his lifelong enthusiasm for hunt- 
ing. The week before my visit he 
bagged 65 partridge in a single 
morning. Healso has enough eye- 
sight left to embark on what is

ture. He is learning to read Ara- 
bic. His motive: to read the Ko- 
ran in the original before he dies.

Jersey entrance of the 9,277-foot Holland Tunnel which connects Jersey City 
and Manhattan. According to tunnel regulations only 100 gallons of carbon 
disulphide may be transported through the tunnel at one time, but the driver 
did not declare his load and no investigation was made. When the truck was one 
quarter of the way through the New York-bound tube (the tunnel consists of 
two one-way tubes lying parallel), the carbon disulphide exploded. In an instant 
the New York-bound tube was full of thick fumes and blistering flames, which 
spread rapidly to a dozen trucks in line behind the chemical carrier. Drivers 
jumped from their cabs and ran for their lives in the rain of tiles and chunks of 
under the bottom of the Hudson River. The damaged section begins just under the river-__ conerete which fell from the ceiling. The flames chewed through the inner lin- 
bank on the New Jersey side (left) and extends for nearly 500 feet toward New York. ing of the tube, melting telephone, telegraph and television cables which lay 

behind the tile walls, cutting off communications between New York and points 
far away as San Francisco. Then fumes spread to the New Jersey-bound tube, 
and soon it too was impassable. 

For four hours police and firemen fought the blaze. Miraculously no one was 
killed, although 66 were injured or overcome by fumes. By early afternoon the 
undamaged New Jersey-bound tube was reopened, carrying two-way traffic, 
and by next afternoon the wreckage-strewn New York-bound tube was fast be- 
-aned up. The blast, although it created a fantastic mess and did about $1 
1 worth of damage, had injured only the interior and not the basic struc- 
> tube. New Yorkers would have to wait a while before they could use 
again, and meanwhile they lined up in their cars for blocks near the 
entrance, honking irritably in their haste to get back underground once more.

THE HOOVER REFORMS 


PROGRESS IN EUROPE 


One of our editors, traveling on the Conti- 
nent, has sent along some views which should 
hearten our readers. What with Marshall aid 
and their own efforts, the people of the West- 
ern continent are feeling pretty good. Their gov- 
ernments are doing well and on the whole are 
capable partners in the Western community. 
Communism has been rejected (although it has 
not been eliminated—"the dangerous game is 
not finished”). European union is still an im- 
perative and unattained goal. All in all, con- 
tinental Western Europe would seem to be in 
better political and moral shape than a lot of 
Americans assume. 


THE SUN DO MOVE 


Recently we had occasion to reprove Secre- 
tary of Defense Johnson for talking too much. 
This week we commend him for talking to the 
point and getting results on a difficult issue— 
racial segregation within the armed services. 
Athis behest the Air Force has begun to distrib- 
ute its Negro pilots, crewmen and other person- 
nel throughout the service instead of keeping 
them in segregated units. The Army and Navy 
have been slower and are being sharply goaded. 
Racial inequality and all that lies behind it will 
not be solved by administrative fiat, But the 
sun do move. 


THE LATE MR. PERCY WILKES

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CONGRESS HAS A GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY TO EFFECT THEM SOON 


Early this year, after laboring for 19 months, 
the Hoover Commission on Organization of the 
Executive Branch of the Government sent the 
bulk of its reports and recommendations up 
to Congress, By virtually universal testimony 
the commission had done a brilliant job. Its 
major reports (summarized in Lire’s issue of 
Feb. 14) showed a vast amount of waste, dupli- 
cation, haphazard improvisation, hit-or-miss 
budgeting and bad accounting in the “chaos of 
bureaus and subdivisions” that comprise the 
administrative arm of our government. The 
commission did not marshal its evidence in any 
petty cheese-paring spirit; its main point was 
that individual practices which had accumu- 
lated over the years had finally combined to 
create a situation which threatened general ad- 
ministrative failure. 

Speaking for the record, Congress was fer- 
yent in its praise of the Hoover reports. The 
House has passed an Administration-spon- 
sored bill which would enable the President 
to go ahead with plans for instituting most 
of the Hoover reforms. The Senate, where spe- 
cial interests have been waging a last ditch fight 
to get the bill watered down, ‘has been dilatory 
—and on May 9 President Truman, tired of 
waiting and fearful that reorganization would 
die through inaction, hauled off and gave the 
senators a good verbal prod. 

At this writing it looks as though the prod- 
ding has had good effect. Maybe a miracle is 
about to happen; maybe the special “empire 
building” interests in government will shortly 
he forced to give up some power and perqui- 
sites that have enabled them to live lushly with- 
out contributing much to the public weal, Cyn- 
ies have long observed that government tends 
to work by a ratchet action: once the wheel of 
government expense is pushed up it seldom, if 
ever, goes back. In the past each special inter- 
est in the executive branch of the government 
has had its congressional protectors who were 
ready and willing to log-roll special exemption 
for each special bit of administrative malprac- 
tice. But now, with Truman’s prod, the gen- 
eral welfare may be getting a break. 

If the Hoover relearn are to have a chan 
at this session, however, the Administration 
bill must be passed by both houses of Congress 
and signed by the President before the end of 
this month. For a time-limitation gimmick will 
make the bill worthless to the President at this 
session if it doesn’t become law almost imme- 
diately. As currently projected, the reorgan- 
ization bill authorizes the President to sub- 
mit detailed reorganization plans to Congress. 
They must lie before Congress for 60 days of 
continuous session, after which they take effect 
unless disapproved in the meantime by both 
House and Senate. (Senator McClellan of Ar- 
kansas would amend this to enable either the 
House or the Senate to kill the President's sug- 
gestions.) If Congress, as now seems likely, is 
to recess July 31, the President at best will have 
a minimum of time to get his specific recom- 
mendations before Congress. And after that 
they must survive the 60 days of waiting, dur- 
ing which Congress could wreck any reform 
and may very well do so unless old attitudes are 
drastically changed. 

If the present impetus behind the Hoover 


reforms is not enough to pass the enabling bill 
promptly and to obtain approval of the Presi- 
dent’s specific orders, then it is a dead certainty 
that our national administrative practices will 
never be made efficient. We have had innumer- 
able studies of Washington bureaucracy dur- 
ing the past six administrations. Even the 60- 
day waiting period is not new. Franklin Roose- 
velt in his second term got temporary and lim- 
ited authority to alter the Federal administra- 
tion and very little came of it. In 1945 an act 
which has since expired gave President Tru- 
man limited powers to submit reorganization 
plans to Congress, and very little came of it 
either. But no previous program has had the 
care, the pertinacity, the intellectual honesty 
and the sheer brilliance that have gone into the 
making of the Hoover reports. If these are to be 
treated lightly now, then it is a safe assump- 
tion that only dynamite, revolution or dicta- 
torship will ever effect a change in our admin- 
istrative setup. But that is tantamount to say- 
ing that democracy can’t save itself, and that 
change can only be achieved at the expense of 
all the values that make life worth living. 

There are 1,816 units of the executive branch 
of government, employing some two million 
people. How do these people get their money 
for operating expenses, and how do they spend 
it? As the Hoover reports show, our national 
budgeting and accounting are largely done by 
guess and by God. Purchases are made by gov- 
ernment agencies with scant regard for effi- 
cient buying practices: about half of the annual 
three million government purchase orders are 
for $10 or less. The Department of the Interior 
and the Army’s Corps of Engineers fight costly 
battles for the privilege of building dams for 
flood control, navigation, irrigation and elec- 
tric-power generation. So the slap-happy prac- 
tices go throughout the length and breadth of 
executive officialdom, from the Department of 
State’s Foreign Service to the Department of 
the Interior’s Bureau of Indian Aflairs. 

It is this sort of jungle that has previously 
been protected from the machete which Presi- 
dent Truman has requested. True, there are 
specific bills before Congress whose general ob- 
jectives are in line with what the Hoover Com- 
mission has recommended. They would pro- 
vide for improvements in defense budgeting 
and administration, a conversion of the Feder- 
al Security Agency into a Department of Wel- 
fare. A State Department reorganization bill 
has just been passed. But many of the specific 
bills which have a chance for congressional ap- 
proval involve new efficiencies, not correc- 
tion of old inefficiencies. If the new efficiencies 
aren’t dovetailed into a general overhauling of 
the executive they will soon be buried in over- 
growth. Good men and good departments can’t 
be effective if lines of authority and demarca- 
tion aren’t clear. And rationalization of the ex- 
ecutive must be general if the ratchet action 
which governs the cost of government is to be 
changed into the sort of action that works both 
ways, according to need. 

Now, this month, is the psychological mo- 
ment for reform. If this chance slips, it will 
be hard to recover. Let Congress, following 
the Hoover recommendations, give Truman 
that machete.

Throughout the U.S. last week a strange and 
sometimes tortuous book continued to hold its 
high place on the lists of best-sellers. The per- 
sonal story of a young Catholic convert (p. 90), 
The Seven Storey Mountain has sold more than 
183,000 copies and in some cities is being read 
by more Protestants than Catholics. Its author, 
Thomas Merton, tells in detail how he entered a 
Trappist monastery, became a monk and found 
some contentment and peace in a world full of 
strife and hectic confusion.

upon their members. Originating in France in 
the 17th Century as a branch of the Cistercians, 
they take their name from the ancient Abbey de 
la Trappe, their first home. One hundred years 
ago they came to the U.S. and founded a mon- 
astery in Kentucky. There are now five other 
‘Trappist monasteries in the U.S.: in Rhode Is- 
land, New Mexico, Iowa, Georgia and Utah. 
‘The Utah monastery, shown on these pages, 
is located in a picturesque mountain valley 54 
miles from Salt Lake City and looks much like 


a streamlined Shangri-la (above). It was started 
less than two years ago when 34 Trappist monks 
journeyed from their Kentucky monastery in 
a Pullman car, the shades drawn and the porter 
locked out during their frequent hours of prayer 
en route. A baggage car contained the altar and 
farm equipment. At first they lived in some ram- 
shackle barracks while they set about preparing 
1,640 acres of land for farming and constructed 
the new monastery from Quonset huts. For pic- 
tures of the life inside this monastery, similar to 
that described in Merton’s book, turn the page.

There are about 500 Trappist monks in the U.S. today. When the 
first group arrived from France in 1848 to found the Kentucky mon- 
astery there was some doubt that their strict monastic routine would 
catch on in the U.S. Since the last war, however, the Trappists have 
gained young veterans who turned to them for the peace and quict 
they thought they would find at a monastery. There are now 12 vet- 
erans of World War II at the Utah monastery alone. But their escape 
from the outside world is not irrevocable.

TRAPPIST MONASTERY cowrinue 


MERTON LIKES MONASTERY 
BUT HE HAS RESERVATIONS 


The Seven Storey Mountain (Har- 
court, Brace; $3) by Thomas Merton 
(left) is a 429-page autobiography of 
a confused and tortured young intel- 
lectual who finally gave up what he 
considered a vain and lustful life to 
enter the Abbey of Our Lady of Geth- 
semani in Kentucky. He was born in 
France in 1915, where his father was 
an artist, and schooled in England. 
At the age of 19 he came to the U. 
to live with his grandparents. H. 
feited himself with movi 
‘ lesque shows, dabbled in psychoanal- 
MES , toyed with communism while a 
MERTON AS COLUMBIA STUDENT student at Columbia, wrote bad nov- 
els and circulated among the noisy 
nightclubs on New York’s 52nd Street before he became thoroughly 
disgusted with himself and joined the Catholic Church. He heard about 
Gethsemani from a friend and went there first for an Easter retreat. 
He liked it so much that he finally returned to stay. There he handed 
over his fountain pen, cash and wristwatch and signed a promise not 
tosue themonks for back wages should he decide to leave, He was given 
the name “Frater Louis,” and joined with the other monks in a life of 
prayer and work much like that scen on the preceding pages. His own 
particular job is to write pamphlets and educational literature for his 
Cistercian order, but he also does his share of manual labor (below). 

Heis still not certain that he has found the peace he wants. He writes 
in The Seven Storey Mountain, “It seems to me that our monasteries 
produce very few pure contemplatives. The life is too active, There is 
too much movement, too much to do. That is especially true of Geth- 
semani, It is a powerhouse, and not merely a powerhouse of prayer.” 

It was at Gethsemani that Merton wrote The Seven Storey Moun- 
tain as well as a book of religious meditation, Seeds of Contemplation, 
That bothers him a little too, ‘There was this shadow, this double, this 
writer who had followed me into the cloister. . . . He still wears the 
name of Thomas Merton. . . . He is supposed to be dead... . Maybe 
in the end he will kill me. 

But for all the uncertainty and confusion and fear that had dogged 
him into the monastery itself, Merton is relatively happy. 

“Tt is very quiet,” he v “T think about this monastery that Iam 
in. I think about the monks, my brothers, my fathers, There are the 
ones who have a thousand things to do. Some are busy with food, some 
with clothing, some with fixing the pipes . . IT others are fixing 
the tractors and trucks... . One of them says he can fix watches 

“When the bell rings in the steeple, I will stop typing and close the 
windows of this room where I work... And I will take a book and walk 
up and down under the trees, if there is time. 

“After that we will all go to choir, and it will be hot, and the organ 
ill be loud, and the organist, who is just learning, will make a lot of 
mistakes . . . . But on the altar will be offered to God the eternal Sac- 
rifice of the Christ to Whom we belong, and Who has brought us here 
together. 

“Anybody who runs away from a place like this is crazy.”

Giraud’s Escape 


His story tells how a man of 63 performed one of the war’s great exploits 


by GENERAL HENRI HONORE GIRAUD 


General Henri Honore Giraud was a soldier of France 
all his life. He never served his country more hand- 
somely than he did in 1942, when his audacious escape 
asa prisoner of war from the Germans gave the French 
a bitterly needed boost in self-respect. That escape, 
the story of which he has told in this article, repeated 
a feat Giraud performed once before, as a young cap- 
tain of Zouaves in World War I. Because of his enor= 


mous prestige asa French hero the Allies brought him 
to North Africa in 1942, but politics was not his proper 
element and he soon slipped back into a subordinate 
role in French affairs. Nevertheless the job he did in 
rebuilding the shattered French army was recognized 
as a great national service and won him this ringing 
citation a week before he died last March: ‘one of the 
most glorious officers of the French armies ofall time.” 


WAS taken prisoner by the Germans a few miles from Le Catelet near 

Cambrai on May 19, 1940. This was the last of those grim and tragic 

days which witnessed the complete destruction of the Ninth French 
Army. At first I was confined in a luxurious villa at Bonn, but presently, 
accompanied by a captain of uhlans, I was taken away in a powerful Mer- 
cedes and driven to Kénigstein fortress. 

I confess that I was never a model prisoner at Kénigstein. From the very 
first my thoughts were bent on escape. I recall, among other pertinent in- 
cidents, that when my compulsory routine photograph proved a particu- 
larly poor likeness and the Kommandantur ordered new shots made, I suc- 
ceeded in kidding them out of it. I remarked laughingly that inasmuch as 
I did not require identification papers for touring about Germany now, it 
seemed to me that the present picture should be good enough for their files. 
That was the only one available to the Gestapo for broadcasting through- 
out Germany on my breakaway two years later. 

Kénigstein rock rises some 300 yards above the river Elbe. Its steep 
slopes are wooded from foot to top. Its summit is a level area, five acres 
in extent, one half with buildings, the other half consisting of a garden 
with some beautiful trees. A crenelated wall with watch walk cireumscribes 
the area. The fortress proper, once a 13th Century royal castle, had become 


an officers’ prison. All doors to the buildings were locked at evening roll 
call and reopened at daybreak. A lower level pathway, duplicating the one 
atop the walls, skirted the foot of the steep and was patrolled at night but 
not by day. 

In all we were about 100 French generals and admirals at Kénigstein, 
with an equal number of French enlisted men as orderlies, cooks and handy- 
men. Most of the prisoner “brass” were resigned to their fate, with the ex- 
ception of a few frenzied collaborationists on one hand and some irrecon- 
cilables on the other. 

Escape from this jail, over 400 miles from France, obviously required 
aid from without. A good command of the German language was an essen- 
tial requirement. Taking the matter up casually, I persuaded some of the 
men, including the most rabid collaborationists, to organize a class in Ger- 
man, with a Kommandantur officer for a teacher. This, I explained, was 
necessary if the Germans and the French were to have a better understand- 
ing of each other. The scheme worked. I took the course most assiduously 
and with distinct benefit. 

After being locked up at KGnigstein since the 25th of May, I received 
my first letter from my wife in early July. From that day on we were able 
to exchange letters weekly, but these were closely censored and they took

one month in transit. So when in September 1940 one of our unfor- 
tunate comrades, General Boéll, was about to be invalided home, I 
approached him. He took with him a secret code for my wife, then 
residing in Lyon, and he was able to notify her of my determination 
to escape as soon as my wound of the sciatic nerve, most painful at 
the time, had improved sufficiently. The code would allow us to 
plan my escape by the use of apparently innocuous phrases and 
words. By January 1941 I felt a decided improvement in my wound, 
but I was careful to conceal it. All this time my plan was slowly ma- 
turing. Escaping by night was obviously out of the question since 
surveillance was greatly reinforced after dark. This left me no choice 
but to get out of Kénigstein in broad daylight by climbing down a 
blind angle of the 150-foot wall, outside the range of vision of the 
permanent watchtower sentry and between the regular rounds 
made by other guards. For this purpose a rope was necessary. The 
raw material was accumulated painstakingly from short pieces of 
twine used for tying prisoners’ parcels from France, which a patri- 
otic and courageous young French corporal stole daily for me 
the Bochesin the prison post off 

arope of 150 feet about half an inch in th 
en batten secured in a loop at one end as a seat, It took us a year. 

The final plan arrived at with my wife was as follows. On the day 
set for the breakaway a man, secretly come from France, would be 
in waiting within a stone’s throw of the citadel, bearing my plain 
clothes and false identification papers describing me as “Hans Grei- 
ner,” an Alsatian engineer in the artifi ilk trade. I would climb 
down the wall, meet the man, change into civilian attire, pocket the 
documents, catch a train and make for the French border at a point 
selected by our French Intelligence. 

Meanwhile one of my coprisoners and friends, General Mast, was 
released. Before his departure I laid my whole pian before him, and 
he undertook to make arrangements with my wife, my army friends 
and with French Intelligence for my crossing of the German border 
into France or Switzerland. All of this Mast was to accomplish faith- 
fully and efficiently 

Luckily my wife still had my identification photographs. One of 
these was faked by the removal of the mustache and the addition 
of glasses. A driver's permit bearing this picture was then ingen- 
iously contrived by one of my former engineers, Captain Israel of 
Metz. It is my sad duty to record at this point that he was later 
executed, because of his race and religion, by the Germans. Let his 
sister find here the written expression of my gratitude to him. 

The driving license, to serve the purpose of identification, was 
completed and held in readiness at Lyon early in 1942. I had by 
then received, cleverly concealed in cans and cakes, a Tyrolese hat, 
plume and all (the gift of that charming friend, General Mast’s 
wife), and a compass. I eventually managed to purchase—at a stag- 
gering price—through one of the German post office clerks, an up- 
to-date timetable of the entire German railroad system. I had also 
a pair of worn-out civilian trousers, bought at a fancy figure from a 
German gardener in the fortress. Finally my friend and coprisoner, 
General Prioux, when hewasin turn released for ill health, left me his 
raincoat, a most acceptable traveling coat for a German engineer.

ness when one night my cell door was thrust open. In walked a colo- 
nel, the deputy ‘commandant of Kénigstein fortress, Lieutenant 
Ehrentraut, the commandant’s aide and an orderly. I kept my man- 
ner cool and casual and invited my visitors to look around. Noticing 
some cooking utensils on a shelf above the washstand, the colonel 
asked to see vered cooker. The orderly took it down and raised 
he lid: raw potatoes and carrots. “I surmise, Herr Oberst,” I said, 
“that raw potatoes and carrots are not against the rules.” 

The colonel bowed in silence. 

Under the carrots my railroad timetable remained concealed. In 
the next pot examined was Mrs. Mast’s Tyrolese hat, barely but 
adequately covered by a thin layer of dried beans. 

At long last, the search having fizzled out, the colonel appeared 
about to withdraw, when the lieutenant picked up from the table 
my bulky German-French diction- 
ary. Between its pages were con- 
cealed my escape funds, 800 marks 
in 10s and 20s, which I had accumu- 
lated in two years from the sale of 
chocolate to the German personnel. I 
got flustered and blurted out, “Look 
out! Herr Leutnant, don’t you go 
playing with my private safe!” 

“Your private safe, Herr General? 
How so?” 

He opened the dictionary. Fortu- 
nately [had purposely inserted in the 
middle of the book two French bank- 
notes. The book opened at that place. 

And how did you com by 
this French money, Herr Generai

In conformity with the Geneva Con- 
vention provisions applying to war prisoners’ pocket money, your 
authorities allowed me on arrival to retain this amount and, come 
to think of it, the Herr Oberst here will no doubt confirm this, for he 
was present when I was taken into custody at Kénigstein.”

I did not mean to rob you,” 
said the lieutenant. 

"T never considered it, Herr Leutnant,” I replied curtly. Then 
I turned to the colonel, “May I state that I take exception to the 
present search and resent the mistrust which prompted it. I would 
ask that you convey my displeasure 
to the fortress commandant.” 

I then swung the cell door open to 
signify that the visit was at an end.

In February another of our com- 
panions was released for ill health and 
was able to notify my wife that Twas 
now ready for the breakaway. On re- 
ceipt of this message my wife went 
to Sister Helen, aSt. Vincent de Paul 
nun who had helped in the flight of numerous French prisoners of 
war. Sister Helen showed up with a young man named Roger Guer- 
lach who had assisted her previously in arranging prisoners’ escapes 
from St. Nicholas Hospital at Metz, and whom she knew to be cool, 
daring and keenly intelligent. Roger agreed at once. He added that 
he had served as a ergeant in one of my regiments and knew me, 
His German was fluent. He planned to get into Germany as a sham 
volunteer worker for German industry and to get out as “physically 
for work, after delivering the clothes and documents.

On April 7, 1942 a letter from my wife arrived at Kénigstein, 
naming in our code the date and the time for the pickup as April 
17 at 1 p.m. The place was to be Bad Schandau. 

The next 10 days elapsed quickly. 

I stocked up with the needed bread, Gru 
brandy, then made a compact bundle of my scant linen, secondhand 
civilian clothes, toothbrush, razor and tiny mirror, small enough to 
be conveniently hung from my neck during the descent. 

On the eve of my escape I broke the news to a selected few who 
were to assist me down the wall and to stand the necessary lookout. 
Most of them had been wholly unsuspecting, and some were as- 
tounded, but all approved of the decision, though several pointed 
out the dangers—to me—of the venture. No one made reference 
to the certain reprisals on those left behind. I handled their objec- 
tions as gently as possible. Then we went out and stowed the rope 
for the night in an appropriate nook of the battlement near the 
point of descent, overlooking the river Elbe. 

To say that I slept very well that night would be an overstate- 
ment. Before lying down I destroyed all suspicious papers in my 
cell, with the exception of a small sheet of information about Schafl- 
hausen, a town I was sure not to 

The next morning my orderly, a devoted boy, came in as 
usual at 7. I now broke the news to him, instructing him what to 
say and what not to say. I put on my usual clothes, breeches, blouse, 
fatigue cap. 

At 9:15 a.m. the commandant’s aide came in on his morning 
roll call round. As on every other morning we engaged in conver- 
sation. This time we discussed child training. After about 10 min- 
utes I released the lieutenant and watched him leave the build- 
ing. I then picked up the pack, slung it from my neck, threw my 
cape over my shoulders, buttoning it up carefully, and stepped out 
onto the rampart nonchalantly. The weather was superb. With 
the exception of those in the plot, few generals had yet made their 
appearanc 

A German lieutenant, just completing the 9:30 round of the walls, 
passed and saluted. I idled up slowly to the jumping off spot, with 
General Musse by my side. All was in readiness. Generals Mesny 
and Le Bleu were to pay out the rope and lower me to the ground, 
the others to keep watch. 

At 9:45 the German noncommissioned officer due to make the 
next round popped up on the rampart. We chatted for a moment, 
and then as he was leaving the good man of course had to stop right 
by the nook where the rope was concealed. I confess that at this 
point I figured the game was up. But he was merely taking in once 
more the beautiful scenery. Slowly he moved off, leaving us at last 
free run of the pla 


Away from Kénigstein 


HE agreed signal was given. Each man took his appointed sta- 

tion. Mesny (who was later to pay for this with his life) and 
Le Bleu secured the rope to an iron staple in the wall. I threw off 
my cape, let Le Bleu assist me over the parapet (that wound in my 
right leg was still bothering me) and, firmly grasping the staple 
with my left hand, straddled the wooden batten in the end loop of 
the cable. Letting go of the staple to seize the rope in both hands, 
I felt myself going down as the two generals began paying out the 
line. Feet and knees scraping against the rock wall helped me keep 
my balance and brake the descent. In about two minutes I hit 
the ground. 

Scrambling at once into a dense thicket, I stopped and caught 
my breath. Then, quietly and without haste, I slipped the garden- 
er’s worn pants over my breeches and Prioux’s raincoat over my 
turtle-neck sweater. I then shaved off my mustache. (The previous 
day I had got a close haircut.) Next I put on the Tyrolese plumed 
hat and the shell-rimmed glasses. I felt that I was unrecognizable. 
The little bundle, now containing only some linen, my precious ra- 
zor and scanty food, was repacked, and I calmly started downhill 
through the great fir trees, away from Kénigstein. 

Coming out of the woods, I crossed the small bridge over the 
Biela River, a tributary of the Elbe, then struck off towards Bad 
Schandau. It was now 10 a.m.; few people were in the fields or on 
the roads, and I met perhaps half a dozen women and children in 
all. “Morgen!” (Morning!) to the right, “Morgen!” to the left. 
Nothing really compromising! It was 12:55 when I arrived in sight 
of Bad Schandau railroad station. Only a few passers-by and cars 
were in evidence. 

A young man, bareheaded and wearing a long blue overcoat, was 
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general. They were luxurious in comparison to those assigned to lesser ranks.

strolling back and forth in front of the station. My man, I figured. 
Maintaining my leisurely stride, I walked towards him. He seemed 
to have spotted me too. As we passed, the man said, “Morgen, Hein- 
rich!” It was the password my wife had arranged. 

“Morgen!” I answered. 

We were now walking side by side. Roger knew me well by sight. 
Yet he was to admit later that had it not been for my tall figure, 
he would have hesitated to recognize me in my disguise. 

“Have you got my things?” I asked quickly in German. 

“Yes, sir. In a suitease in the checkroom.” 
now. I'll go change in the wood nearby.” 
ance on that, sir. There is a German outfit 
encamped there. Safer for you to change in the train washroom, 
then shift to another coach.” 

“Not so good, that. What time is our train?” 

“T bought two tickets to Berlin. The train doesn’t leave until 6 
this afternoon.” 

“That won't do, my boy. I can’t hang around this station, only 
10 kilometers from KGnigstein, for five foe. We had better start 
eastward and turn back afterward. Let’s take two tickets to Mu- 
nich via the Bohemian route.” 

Five minutes later we were riding up the Elbe valley. At Boden- 
bach (map, p. 134) we shifted to a westbound train that was filled 
to overflowing. The next trick was to change clothes. Roger locked 
himself up in the toilet with the suitcase, then let me in after taking 
the driver’s license out of its hiding place. In a few moments I had 
donned my gray suit, blue overcoat, soft hat, low shoes and gloves. 
A rather suspicious-looking character when I went in, I emerged 
from the washroom with the appearance of a bonafide traveling 
businessman, probably better dressed than most of the other trav- 
elers in the coach. No one apparently noticed the change. So far, 
80 good! 

Scheduled to arrive at midnight at Eger in the Sudeten region of 
what had been Czechoslovakia, we planned to change to the Mu- 
nich train there at 3 a.m. But to our dismay our train stopped un- 
expectedly at Falkenau, a small town about 25 miles short of Eger, 
and we were informed that because of hot axle boxes we must wait 
for the next train, due at 5:15 in the morning. We entered the third- 
class waiting room and stretched out on opposite benches to:await 
our train. I feigned sleep while keeping a sharp lookout. 

About 2 a.m. a military policeman stepped in and surveyed the

room. Spotting me, he came straight over and inquired, 
you doing here? Where are you bound?” 

No answer. I “slept” o1 

The policeman then SoG my arm while repeating his questions. 
I “woke up” and rubbed my eyes. 

“What is the matter? What do you want?” I asked. 

“Are you deaf? Or are you Polish, Czech or Chinese, that you 
don’t understand German, you dumbhead?” 

“T am an Alsatian, as good a German as you, and I would ask you 
to be polite.” 

I drew the driving license from my wallet and handed it to the 
policeman. It did the trick. 

Weleft on schedule for Eger and arrived there at 6:30 in the morn- 
ing only to find that there was no Munich-bound train before 7 in 
the evening! Having already lost much time and feeling rather jit- 
tery because I was still dangerously close to Kénigstein, I gave up 
the circuitous Munich route and decided to take a chance on going 
straight to Strasbourg via Niinberg and Stuttgart. A fast train 
from Prague came in at 4:15 p.m. and I soon found myself in a com- 
fortable second-class coach, Roger having taken a third-class ticket 
for safety. I spotted an unoccupied corner seat opposite a Panzer 
Korps lieutenant, a wearer of the Iron Cross and the Afrika Korps 
acnend obviously a former Reichswehr noncommissioned officer, 
no doubt gallant but probably lacking in perspicacity. Quite the 
flag, I figured, to cover up my present wares. 

‘tter'a Hitler salute, { politely asked the Herr Leutnant's per- 
mission to sit opposite him. He assented-coldly, as befitting a hero 
of the Wehrmaclit addressing a mere civilian. I started looking over 
the reading matter I had bought at the Eger newsstand. This in- 
cluded an attractive publication describing the Norwegian fjords, 
and as the lieutenant had apparently no papers, I offered it to him 
while “concentrating” on ihe Frankfurter Zeitung. He accepted 
the magazine without comment.

IX Niirnberg the coach filled up. From time to time I would rise 
and step into the corridor, pretending to look at the scenery, in 
reality watching and listening intently. About two hours before we 
reached Stuttgart I spotted at the end of the corridor an officer of 
the SS police with two attendants, They were checking the passen- 
gers’ identification documents. 

I regained my seat, slouching down to make my 6 feet 3 inches 
less conspicuous and, having observed that my vis-a-vis had fin- 
ished reading the review I lent him, I asked him casually whether 
he had enjoyed it 

“Very interesting, Mein Herr. Thank you,” came the answer. 

“All the more so to you, I presume, Herr Leutnant, as you are a 
member of our valiant African force. | happen to be somewhat fa- 
miliar with the area in which you are fighting, as my business once 
took me to Egypt.” 

T went on along similar lines, encouraging my companion to 
enlarge upon the subject. Luckily he lent himself to it willingly, 
prompted again and again by my admiring interjections—twunder- 
schén, wunderbar, fabethaft!—until finally the police lieutenant 
entered our compartment, the other two sleuths blocking the door. 

Thereupon I switched the conversation to Rommel. The illustri- 
ous marshal had seldom been so lauded as on this occasion. The SS 
man started checking carefully the papers of the others in the com- 
peluatt, Apparently paying no attention to what was going on, 

launched upon a eulogy of Rommel, who, I said, more fortunate 
than Alexander, would surely reach the China Sea and j join hands 
with our Japanese allies, whereas the Macedonian had barely gone 
beyond the Indus. 

‘What could the police investigator do? To interrupt such a con- 
versation would have been a gross intrusion. So he simply abstained 
from demanding my papers and those of the lieutenant with the Iron 
Cross and hastened to check those of two remaining male passen- 
gers. By then the conversation had moved on to Middle East o 
destined to fall into “our”? hands, I said, despite those damned Eng- 
lishmen and those fool Frenchmen. 

At this point, however, the police officer seemed to hesitate alittle. 
He must have felt some remorse at having failed to execute his orders 
fully in our compartment. Then, addressing himself directly to me, 
his arm raised in a Nazi salute, he snapped, “Heil Hitler, gnadiger 
Herr!” 

“Heil Hitler, Herr Oberleutnant!” snapped back. 

The police party then proceeded on its round along the corridor. 
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FOUR WHO AIDED GIRAUD 


GENERAL MAST 


RENE ORTHLIEB FATHER STAMM 

AID FROM OUTSIDE the prison made Giraud’s escape possible; these four 
men were among those who provided it. General Mast brought French Intelli- 
gence into the plan, Captain Israel furnished a faked identification paper. René 
Orthlieb drove him from Mulhouse to Liebsdorf, where Father Stamm found 
a guide to take him to the Swiss border. The last three were later executed by 
the Nazis, Israel because he was a Jew, the other two for resistance activities. 
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I let the conversation die gradually, lest my foreign accent attract 
too much attention. I was soon “buried” in my reading once more. 

Night fell, and we were warned that for some reason the train 
would not go beyond Stuttgart. When we pulled in about midnight 
the train was immediately cleared of all passengers. Mingling with 
a group of tall Germans, I noted at once that SS ourveillance within 
the station was close. Roger joined me in the station. A quick check 
of the train board disclosed that the only good train for us was a 
Metz-bound one which left in three quarters of an hour. Unfor- 
tunately this was a Wehrmacht leave train and consequently dan- 
gerous, but we had no choice. Just then I spotted a man in a rain- 
coat and soft hat, who was obviously taking an interest in me. We 
moved. The man, his eyes trained on me, followed us. 

I knew there were two exits from the station, one through the post 
office, probably closed at this late hour, and the main one. Without 
apparent haste Roger and I walked toward the former, along a hall- 
way with two rows of columns suitable for maneuvering. The man 
in the raincoat followed in our footsteps. Weswungaround one of the 
columns, retraced our steps quickly to the lobby and at a lively gait 
made for the main exit. There was a total blackout outside. We threw 
ourselves at once into an angle between two buildings, holding our 
breath. In a few seconds the man brushed past us. As soon as the 
sound of his steps had died away, we hastened back into the station 
and, after some difficulty at the window, succeeded in buying two 
seats for Metz on the soldiers’ leave train due any minute now. When 
the train pulled in with its two second-class and four third-class cars, 
Roger climbed without delay into one of the latter, and I got into a 
second-class car. 

Roger and I had agreed, for reasons of safety, to leave the train 
at Landau instead of going all the way into Metz, where I had been 
military governor at the outbreak of the war. We arrived at Landau 
at 4.a.m. in a pouring rain and waited undisturbed but watchful for 
an hour and a half, until the Strasbourg train pulled in. Roger had 
bought a ticket to Strasbourg and I one to Mulhouse. We climbed 
aboard unhindered. From Wissembourg on the train was full, the 
day being Hitler's birthday, as a result of which all the mayors of 
Lower Alsace had been summoned to Strasbourg. I of course lis- 
tened in on the talk of these good Alsatian folk. Most of them were 
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MORE THAN 400 MILES of enemy-controlled territory lay between Gi 

raud and France. He spent three days on trains with little food, almost no sleep. 
He changed trains seven times between Bad where he walked from 
Kénigstein fortress (upper right), and Mulhouse in French Alsace, which was 
then under German occupation. After going by car to Liebsdorf, he walked 
across the hilly terrain to a barn on the Swiss border (lower left), where he hid 
for five hours to avoid frontier guards. Then he crossed the border to freedom,

going to Strasbourg like whipped dogs, and their enthusiasm for the 
Fiihrer seemed more than damp. A pleasant middle-aged couple had 
come into the compartment at Wissembourg and seated themselves 
beside me. While I pretended absorption in the Vélkischer Beobach- 
ter, the good woman leaned over and whispered in French to her 
husband, but not so low that my ear failed to catch it, “See the guy 
next to me with the heay es... We had better be carefull 
He sure has a Prussian face!” 

We reached Strasbourg at 8:45 a.m. The Mulhouse Special was 
due from Berlin within the hour. Roger left the station in search of 
a barbershop while I went to the restroom to shave. We had agreed 
to meet on the platform before boarding the train, and at 9:30 I was 
standing there, looking for my companion, when the train came in, 
but there was such an immediate and impressive display of police, 
all cars being visited at once with a rush, that I retreated quickly 
into thé restroom, watching the train through a window. Directly 
the police officer and his party left the coach nearest to me I dashed 
across the platform, climbed aboard and seated myself in the first 
available seat, trying to look as short as possible. As the train started, 
Isaw the police officer standing on the station platform and breathed 
asigh of relief. But where was Roger? In the flurry at the station I 
had missed him; he had got on the car behind me but was unable to 
signal his presence. As I depended on him to take me to the secret 
service agent in Mulhouse who was the first link in the underground 
chain which was to spirit me from Germany into France, I was wor- 
ried. I knew the agent’s address but not his name, and it might prove 
unwise to go to the house of an Intelligence representative without 
a password. Reasoning that Roger, having missed the train, would 
be on the next one, I got off at Sélestat, a small Alsatian town, to 
wait for him. To my dismay, however, I learned there was no train 
due before 9 p.m., which meant my spending the whole day in Séle- 
stat. How could I pass unnoticed in this tiny enemy-controlled com- 
munity with my conspicuous height? Luckily, the day being the an- 
niversary of “our” beloved Fiihrer, there were games and sports. 
So I joined the crowd going to the football field, mingling with the 
tallest people I could find. I even managed to have a little fun there, 
watching the Nazi Sportleiterin (female sports leader), standing by 
while her male counterpart delivered a speech. Short and plump, 
the Leiterin wore an intriguing white tailored suit with green edging, 
impressively ornamented with six little red, arrow-pierced hearts, 
one on each breast, one ateach lower point of the jacket frontand two 
on its tails. Such ostentation cheered me up immensely fora while, 
despite my uncertain predicament. I thought the Paris couturiers 
were missing something. The comments of the Alsatian girls about 
this elegant female chieftain of the Nazi party were really heart- 
warming to hear.

By nightfall nothing untoward had happened, but I felt hungry, 
having eaten nothing since the previous day when my little supply 
of cheese and bread gave out. Yet I did not dare enter an inn, so I 
ate some lumps of sugar with a little brandy, and my hunger sub- 
sided. At 9 I caught the Mulhouse train, still looking for Roger 
but to no avail. At 11 p.m. I arrived in Mulhouse. No Roger there 
either. The station was quiet and there were no signs oF surveil- 
lance. By now, however, ites dud tieedere badly in need of sleep. 
Spending another night in the waiting room of a railroad station, 
three days after my escape, was dangerous, and so was going to a 
hotel. But there are times when chances must be taken. I made for 
a hotel near the station, following in the tracks of a German cap- 
tain. He and I reached the hotel together. He took a six-mark room, 
and I said I would be content with a four-mark one, asking to be 
awakened at 5 a.m. as I must catch an early train. I had hardly 
lain down when I fell sound asleep. At 5 a.m. I dressed and left, 
heading ostensibly for the station. I knew that the police would 
check travelers’ registrations in the hotels sometime during the 
forenoon and realized that “Hans Greiner” had been somewhat 
foolhardy in thus leaving a trace of his passage. But “Hans Greiner” 
had had a good night's sleep, which he needed badly, and he felt 
refreshed and fit for what might come. 

It was 6:30 a.m. when I reached the address I was looking for. 
I was standing at the gate, about to ring, when the front door of 
the house opened and an elderly lady came out. She walked down 
the path to the gate, opened it and stepped onto the street with 
her prayer book in her hand. She started at the sight of an unknown 
man standing there, but I gave her no chance to utter a word, feel- 
ing that I must do the talking and do it quickly—in French—and 
knowing intuitively that this was safe. 

"T beg your pardon, madame. You were expecting someone last 
night, weren’t you?” 

*T don’t know, sir. Or rather, yes, I know. Come in, sir. Come in 
quickly,” she answered in French. 

She led me up the path without a word and let me into the house, 
closing the door behind us. “It’s you, general! How happy I am! 
Sit down. I must go tell my sister. How happy my nephew is going 
to be! He was so worried last night!” 

"But, madame, I am causing you to miss Mass. . . ." 
“No matter, general. Le bon Dieu won't hold it against me.” 


Reunion with Roger 


LITTLE later, after some welcome breakfast, I was led to Rog- 

er’s home, where I was happy to find my faithful guide, still 
greatly disturbed by the previous day's mishap. Roger's father, 
an important Alsatian manufacturer, was thoroughly French, he 
hated the Germans and had thrown himself, body and soul, into 
secret service work for the French Intelligence. lie told me that 
my breakaway had been announced everywhere. The border into 
France was being very closely watched, so I would have to cross 
over into Switzerland instead. Arrangements had been made for 
my leaving Mulhouse that very day for Liebsdorf, a tiny fron- 
tier village. A manufacturer from Thann, René Orthlieb, would 
drive me there in his automobile. He was well known to the Ger- 
man authorities, and so far unsuspected by them of underground 
activities. 

We left at 5 o’clock as planned and were soon stopped at a road- 
block by a German patrol, but the men recognized Orthlieb at the 
wheel and gave us road clearance. In an hour we reached Liebsdorf 
and stopped at an isolated house at the village entrance, the home 
of Father Stamm. The Father was a white-bearded old man, ob- 
viously endowed with great self-control, and coldly resolute. He 
and I had a simple meal together. At about 9 in the evening a young 
man appeared, a government forester about 25 years old, sturdy 
and of medium height, with a wide-awake face. Asked the news of 
the day by his rector, the young man cast a side glance at me and, 
on being told that I was an old friend on a casual visit, started to 
speak freely. 

“Lots of excitement, Father! It seems that a general has escaped 
from Koenigstein, in "Saxony, and they are hunting him every- 
where.” 

“Have you learned the name of the runaway?” 

“It’s General Giraud, a man of 63, tall, gray-haired, with a heavy 
mustache, speaking acceptable German. I guess the Boches want 
him badly since they are offering a 100,000-mark reward for his ap- 
prehension and threatening immediate execution of anyone lend- 
ing him assistance.” 

Do they have any idea where he is heading for?” asked Stamm. 

“Apparently not, but there are a lot of wild rumors. I under-

stand they found a map of Schaffhausen in the general's cell. Seems 
strange to me that a man who undoubtedly left nothing to chance 
in preparing his escape should have been so careless. To my mind 
he won’t try Schaffhausen. Some people claim to have spotted him 
at the steering wheel of a brown open car at Wiirttemberg, and a 
woman swore she saw him on the right bank of the Rhine, north 
of Kehl. All of the military police and the forestry corps are under 
alert, but as there are only meager forces in the district, if ever

the eyes and, standing at attention, announced, “Sergeant K—*, 
sir.

Give me a day to prepare the crossing and muster my 
friends. If you will keep in hiding here all day tomorrow, I will be 
back next day around 8 or 9 in the morning, and by noon, if all goes 
well, you'll be in Switzerland.” 

Tkept under cover all next day, as instructed. At 8 o’clock in the 
evening young Henri dropped in to report everything in readiness 
for the morning. 


Toward the Swiss border 


HE next morning the weather was good, with a lot of mist on the 
mountain. At 9 o'clock Henri came in through the back door, 
wearing his forester’s uniform with regulation knife and gun, He 
handed me a loaded pistol for my use. We started up the mountain 
at once, following a back trail away from any villages. As the hours 
passed and the mountain slopes grew steeper, the ascent became 
arder and harder. Shortly after midday, Henri stopped and whis- 
pered, “The frontier is now only 250 yards away. All is well. In a 
moment you will be in Switzerland.” 

We had hardly resumed our wary climb when a man, who had 
been crouching on the slope ahead of us, sprang up and faced us, a 
finger on his lips, motioning us to drop flat. We threw ourselves into 
a thicket just off the trail and lay down till the man crawled up and 
said under his breath, “The border has been guarded since this morn- 
ing by the frontier guard, one man every 100 yards. Constant pa- 
trolling. Luckily no dogs. You can’t cross now. Wait here while I go 
forward and see.” 

Henri and I slid noiselessly between two boulders. In half an hour 
the man was back. The Germans had just searched a stable 200 
yards from us, 50 yards from the boundary line. The farm woman,
